AROUND THE LAKE 

The swift steel twin-screw steamer Tahoe, carrying two hun- 
dred and fifty people, with a speed of twenty-four miles per hour, 
makes the 72-mile circuit of the Lake daily. Starting from the 
Tavern just after breakfast, the seven hours’ circling of the rim 
of the cup is begun—a journey of many delightful surprises varied 
with stops at the many lakeside resorts here described in order of 
visitation. From July 5th to September 5th there is additional 
steamer service from Tahoe Tavern to Glenbrook, via Carnelian 
Bay and Brockway, leaving the Tavern in the morning and re- 
turning from Glenbrook over the same route in the afternoon.

Lake Tahoe is a body of the clearest and most 
brilliantly tinted water in the world, filling a snow- 
rimmed mountain cup twenty-three miles long by 
thirteen miles wide. ‘The lake is 6,240 feet above 
sea level, and while in some sections depth seems 
to be beyond measure, in others the plummet has 
descended 2,000 feet before reaching bottom. It is 
fed by the melting snows of the surrounding 
mountains, and has but one outlet, the beautiful 
Truckee River. The lake, pine forests and the 
mountains, with their vivid colors of blue and emer- 
ald, and green and white, sharply in contrast one 
with another, present a scene of marvelous beauty 
individual to Lake Tahoe. The rim of the moun- 
tain cup is of the serrated walls of the Sierra, with 
here and there some warder-peak rising 4,000 feet 
or more above its neighbors. The water of the lake 
is glass-like in its transpar ency, and the bottom 
may be seen some hundred yar ds from shore to very 
great depths. Here trout fishing with rod and 
spinner is unsurpassed. The lake is alive with 
trout varying from one to 30 pounds in weight, 
principally of the Loch Leven, Mackinaw and 
native or ‘“Tahoe’”’ varieties. 

Visitors leave the Overland Route between 
Ogden and San Francisco at Truckee, taking thence 
the narrow gauge line of the Lake Tahoe Railway 
and Transportation Company up the picturesque 
canyon of the Truckee River.
